Thanks to 
our instructors, students and the 
organizational skills of Anne 
Mchugh, the 2001 Fall Studio Art 
Class schedule has been a success, 
not only from the standpoint of 
offering art instruction; but, 
financially as well. 

The Lyme Art Association is 
fortunate to have as Executive 
Director, Jeanne Stewart. Thanks 
to her experience, capabilities, and 
enthusiasm we have seen 
significant progress in improving 
the day to day operation of the 
gallery. 

Also, 2001 has been noteworthy 
in the variety and success of our 
exhibitions, particularly the 
Summer Solstice Exhibition and 
our first Collaborative Show with 
the Clinton and Madison Art 
Associations. 

Those two exhibitions were 
significant from the standpoint of 
the amount of money raised for 
the roof from the auction during 
the first and the number of art 
pieces exhibited during the 
second. Both broke records. 

Thanks to the leadership efforts 
of Judy Chapman and Sandy 
Garvin, we have all enjoyed the 
varied and successful exhibitions 
held throughout the year. The LAA 
Holiday Treasures, 2001 is an 
example of the innovative 
thinking that is being applied to 
our exhibition schedule both this 
year and next. 

For all those who have worked 
to present each of fhe 2001 
exhibitions, I am pleased to thank 
you and encourage everyone who 
can to actively participate in the 
2002 exhibitions. Getting ready 
for an exhibition should be fun; 
fhanks fo many, many people we 
have been having a greaf time. 

Exhibitions of Lyme Impression- 
ist paintings began in 1902, 
making 2002 our centennial 
exhibition year. The initial 
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exhibitions were held every 
summer in the Phoebe Griffin 
Noyes Library in Old Lyme until 
the gallery opened. Since the 
opening of fhe Lyme Art 
Association in 1921, our 
Connecticut communities (and 
many from out of state) have 
enjoyed our fabulous, Charles A. 
Plaft-designed Gallery. 

Now, it is our collective 
responsibility to restore the roof 
and skylights to protect this 
architectural jewel and to continue 
to bring art to the public for 
another hundred years. 

To accomplish this, the Lyme 
Art Association Board of Directors 
has asked each member to donate 
at least $150 in order to reduce the 
amount we are going to have to 
borrow to protect the gallery. I am 
pleased to tell you that as of this 
writing, less than eight weeks into 
our pledge drive, thirty-five 
members have donafed and/or 
pledged $9000. 

Looking forward, the board of 
directors has identihed candidates 
for fhe board of trustees. It is 
planned that we will have a board 
nominated and in place in January 
2002. In order to better manage 
the financial affairs of the LAA, it 
will be the function of the board 
of frustees fo advise the board of 
directors on financial matters such 
as our investment strategy and 
long-range financial planning. 

The structure is in place, now it 
is up to us, the members, to make 
it work. 

With the active participation of 
the artists, associate artists, and 
supporters of the Lyme Art 
Association, I know that our 
Centennial Exhibition year will be 
memorable.

LAA Celebrates Centennial Summer Show

E veryone looks forward to 
the good 'ol summertime, 
and the summer of 2002 will he 
an especially festive one for the 
LAA. It will mark the 100th 
anniversary of the first 
exhibition held by the early 
Lyme artists. 

That first show took place at 
the Phoebe Griffin Noyes 
Library in Old Lyme on August 
27 & 28, 1902. The early 
exhibitions were actually 
benefits for the Library. 
According to a newspaper 
account of the time, the Library 
needed funds to buy books - 
"One scheme after another was 
tried until it occurred to 
someone to ask the artists who 
spend their summers in town to 
exhibit their paintings." 

In that wonderful year of 
1902, a Hartford Courant 
reporter noted that the ladies of 
the Library were in a "joyous 
frame of mind as the receipts at 
the door were $180". . . not to 
mention the fact that they were 
to receive a percentage of all 
sales made! 


This was the beginning of a 
beautiful friendship between the 
PGN Library and the Lyme Art 
Colony members. The artists 
continued to exhibit at the 
Library every summer until the 
LAA gallery opened in 1921. 

On a poster advertising the 
1902 show, the artists thought- 
fully published the train 
schedules to and from Hartford, 
New Haven and New London. 
(Yes, there was a train station in 
Old Lyme.) At the bottom of the 
poster was the notation - "A 
livery service will be found at 
the station" - reminding us that 
those were the days of real 
horsepower. 

A century has elapsed since 
those horse and buggy days. 
Looking back at that kinder and 
gentler era, we think how much 
the world has changed. But it is 
heartwarming to realize that 
some things have not changed. 
One hundred years after the first 
painters arrived, artists still set 
up their easels around town, still 
join the LAA, and still display 
fine work in its galleries.

The 1982 Flood 
Revealed A Silver Lining

Y ou may remember the flood of 
June 1982 and the serious 
damage it caused to the LAA 
basement. But after the deluge, 
there was an unexpected 
discovery. LAA members were 
cleaning out a shed that had been 
knocked over by the floodwaters 
when they came across a soggy 
cardboard box. Inside were LAA 
historical records dating all the 
way back to 1902. 

Doris Jorgensen, an elected 
artist member at that time, told a 
newspaper reporter that no one 
had been aware that these 
documents existed. She took the 
papers home, hung them by

clothespins for several weeks 
drying everything, and then 
organized all the material in a 
portfolio. So it is in thanks to 
Doris that we can read newspaper 
accounts of the very first LAA 
exhibitions. In a preface to the 
portfolio, Doris wrote: "That the 
earliest of these newspaper 
clippings were retained hy the 
original artist group is astonishing 
- That they all survived the flood 
is remarkable!" 

In 1996, elected artist member 
Alfred Perry, coordinated and 
reproduced much of the original 
portfolio and assembled it in two 
notebook binders where visitors to 
the gallery can peruse it today. 

Since tire 1982 flood helped 
bring to light this important 
chapter of LAA history, you might 
say that it wasn't a total disaster!
